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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4, 6, 25, 27 and 28 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claims 4 and 6, line 2, "is" should be deleted. 

In claims 25 and 28 line 2 and claim 27 line 3, before "second", "a" should be —the—. 
In claim 27, line 2, "based on", second occurrence, should be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 14-16, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fig. 5 of AAPA in view of Vaughan (6229575) of record. 

As to claims 14-16, 18 and 19, Fig. 5 of AAPA discloses the claimed subject matter 

except DVI-encoding the selected data signal. However, the DVI encoder encoding the digital 
signal is well known in the art. Vaughan shows the DVI encoder. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Fig. 5 of AAPA 
by utilizing such well known encoder as taught by Vaughan to DVI-encode the selected digital 
signal.

4. Claims 23, 30 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fig. 
5 of AAPA in view of Reimers (5036395) or Vaughan (6229575), both of record. 

As to claims 23, 30 and 35, Fig. 5 of AAPA discloses the claimed subject matter except 
an encoder to encode the selected digital video data signal. However, the encoder encoding the 
digital signal is well known in the art. Reimers and Vaughan both show the encoder. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify Fig. 5 of AAPA by utilizing such well known encoder as taught by Reimers or Vaughan 
to encode the selected digital signal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 21 and 22 are allowable over prior art. 

6. Claims 20, 24-29, 3 1-34 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 14-16, 18, 19, 23, 30 and 35 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
